Stocks were notified this week 
by the American Red Cross that 
he is now a prisoner of war, 
held by tie Germans.

No other details are available, 
except that the Red Cross has 
stated that Stocks may receive 
as many letters and packages as 
are sent from Andover, though 
his own writing is limited.

Cooperation With Canning 
Center Is Poor So Far 


The community canning center, 
which is to open in Andover July 
12, has awakened little local in- 
terest so far, according to Mrs. M. 
Phillips Graham, head of the block 
leader program, who is co-chair- 
man of the project. Because of the 
expense of setting up and operat- 
ing the center, a much greater use 
of it by the public is needed if the 
center is to be successful. 

A poor response has been forth- 
coming to the questionnaires sent 
out in recent weeks, and Mrs. 
Graham has pointed out that can- 
ning, in this year of shortages, will 
he a patriotic community service. 
The canning center will be open 
from 9 to 5 Mondays to Fridays in- 
clusive. A supervisor will be on 
duty at all times. Local women may 
can their own-grown produce, or 
may buy it from local markets and 
truck gardeners and can it at the 
center. 

A tentative 


schedule of fees for 


the work has been drawn up, by 
which a person would be charged 
five cents for each pint, ten for 
each quart, of produce that she 


canned herself at the center, and 
ten and twenty cents if the labor 
was furnished for her. The money 
so raised will be needed for the 
supervisor’s salary, gas, light and 
water. 

Ten volunteer workers a day are 
needed, besides those women who 
will be canning their own produce. 
They may volunteer for any day or 
part of a day. Those wanting to 
join in the work should visit or 
telephone the civilian defense office 
in the town house until the center 
opens for business July 12.

We have a plan for 
gasoline! 

The Office of Defense Trans- 
portation had one, too, but we’re 
not convinced itthat it was a wise 
one, They based their plan on 
some such reasoning as this: the 
stores, dairies, service establish- 
ments, etc., deliver goods; this 
consumes gasoline; therefore, if 
we stop them from delivering 
goods, we'll save gasoline. 


That line of reasoning of course 
runs into the same difficulty that 
a similar kind of reasoning has 
brought the administration into 
many times. The ODT just didn’t 
bother to look beyond the surface 
of the problem, 

Here’s what happens. A grocer 
is forced ito give up his deliveries. 
Mrs. Smith, who lives five miles 
from the center of town, who lives 
off the main route of public trans- 
portation, and who wasn’t suffi- 
ciently far-sighted to buy a horse, 
has to get her groceries. Once they 
were delivered, but now she has to 
go get them. In her order is a 
peck of potatoes—well, all right, a 
bag of flour, then. Now, what does 
the ODT want Mrs. Smith to do?

Walk itten miles with 24% pounds 
of flour, a dozen eggs, a can, of 
grapefruit juice, etc.? No, of course 
not, Well, ODT, what is she to do? 
There’s only one thing for Mrs. 
Smith to do, and that is to hop 
into her car, and drive to the 
grocer’s. 

Mrs. Jones lives six miles from 
the grocer’s, in another section. 
Let’s put Mrs. Smith down Porter 
road, and Mrs. Jones deep in the 
heart of Salem street. Mrs. Jones 
has the same problem, a large 
grocery order and an ODT limit- 
ation of grocery delivery. So Mrs. 
Jones drives to the grocer’s. All 
over town, this happens. 

Mrs. Jones, Mrs. Smith, Mrs. 
Green, Mrs. Brown, and all the 
other grocery-buying citizens of 
Andover are doing that; they have 
to do it, But think of all the gaso- 
line they’re using. Think of how 
much would be saved if a truck big 
enough to carry all their orders 
went around the route, thus elimi- 
nating all tthe ‘duplication of travel 
and waste of gasoline. 

And this brings us to our epochal 
plan for saving gasoline. It’s not 
abolishing grocery delivery — it's 
abolishing the Office of Defense 
Transportation.
